Saturday night Coroner Bonduro held 


the intiticst on thu body of tho unknown 
murdered man found Saturday lorouoon 
in the timber cast of the city. 
The evi- 


dence is given below: 


M. O.JMnrsh, tho man who found the 


body was tho first and principal witness 
examined by the coroner's jury. After 
stating his name and giving his residence 
as near Marion, Ohio, h'o tesWficd as fol- 
lows: "I wns going fishing with Peter 
and .Too Stimmol; we passed through the 
gate at Mattes' In ick yard as a near route 
to Cowford bridge and after going about 
J!00 yards I discovered tho back of a man 
protruding 
through tho leaves. 
The 


body was on tho south side of u large 
stump with the head to tho north and in 
contact with tho stump. I rumored the 
leaves from the head and teet to assure 
myself that It was a body as I supposed, 
I returned to thu city and notified the

I noticed when I first dis- 
covered him that thoro was a gash behind 
tho oar that looked as though it was made 
with a sharp instrument, It was on the1 


right side and appeared to be an (ipor/ing1 


In tho head," 


Marshal Mason was then culled to tho 


stand and corroborated tho, testimony that 
hnd been given by Marsh. Ho added that 
In his opinion tho face was pounded and 
mashed 
beyond recognition when tho 


body was placed there. 
Coi)oner Bonduro 


was of very much tho same opinion as 
Marshal Mason and said that whoever put 
the body there had beaton and mashed it 
with a club which would account for the 
head of the corpse being driven in tho 
ground. Ho added that if tho body had 
been found tho next morning after it was 
put thero no owe would have recognized 
the face so mutilated was it. 


was learned Saturday night that a

Tho identity of tho man 


las 
been established beyond a doubt. 


This morning C. F. Huckmann, an un- 
lertaker at Stauuton, and Arnold Min- 
;rup, a farmer, arrived in the city and 
dontifled the pieces of clothing and arti- 
cles which were found on tho body of the 


.an as those belonging to Hackmann, 


>ho missing man. 
The two men came to 


take charge of the body and to remove it 
to Staunton. 


Tho only things which woro found on 


the body of the man to give any clue were 
the envelope of stationery bought at A. 
1. Blaiue's drug store and tho piece of pa- 
per in which was printed the name of a 
Staunton firm, which was wrapped around 
tho piece of plug tobacco found in the 
man's pocket. 
Those two things gave 


the cluo which brought to light the name 
of tho murdered man. 
Mi. Blaine re- 


membered ot having 
talked to a man 


who was from Stannton and who wns In 
the city h'unting work. This , same man 
Iwjd bought stationery at his store ant 
had gone to tho Eagle hotel over the drug 
store to board. On tho hotel sfrogistor un 
dor the date of February II), vrns found 
the name of August Hackrnaun. Mr 
A thoy, the proprietor, says that tho man 
\vns looking for work on tho railroad ant 
every day made an effort to get a job. 
I 


was suggested to him thnt ho try to get a 
situation In- the country nnd ho left the 
city about the lust of the month with, th 
intention of working lor a fanner new 


Long Creek. This was tho last known of 
the man in this city. 


A telegram was sent to the postmaster 


at Stnuntoii and as a result Undertaker 
JHackmunn and' Mr. Mintrup came to this 
city feeling sure that the body found was 
that of Haokninnn. The name of tho un- 
dertaker and tho name of the dead man 
are similar but they aro no relation. 
Huckmann hnd worked for Mintrup for 
sis years past nnd would 
probably bo 


able to identify him if anyone would. 
V, hen he went to the undertaking estab- 
lishment of Reovo & Wykoff ho wns asked 
to give a description of the clothes which 
he- lastjsaw Hnokmann wear 
and it tal- 


lied exactly with tho suit on tho dead 
man. 
He said that on the inside of the 


coat was a black patch whoro tho coat hnd 
been mended by his wife for tho hired 
man, and James Moral], tho undertaker 
says that ho noticed such a patch when 
the body was examined. Pieces of the 
clothes nud shirt wore shown to Mr. Min- 
trup and he is positive that they belonged 
to Hnokmann. 
He also saw the ttend 


man's pen knife nnd says that ho could 
swear that it also belonged to his former 
hired man us ho had soon hiih use it often. 
On thu piece of paper which was around 
tho tobacco was printed tho name of C. 
15. Campbell, a clothing firm of Staunton. 
The undertaker from Stannton siiys thnt 


ii cigar denier at thnt place remembers of 
selling a plcco of tobnueo to Hnckmann 
and of wrapping it up in a paper of .some 
kind. 
Before 
leaving Staunton 
this 


morning Mr. Hnckmann found thnt the 
missing man had purchased from the 
hardware firm of K. E. Godfrey, n 32-ciili- 
bro Harrington and tllohnrdson revolver. 
This tallies exactly with the revolver 
found qn thu dead mnn. 


Both mon from Staunton are positive 


from tho evidence that has been given 
them chat they aro not mistaken about 
the identity of Hackmanu. His only rcl- 
ntivo in Stnuuton is a sister, Mrs. Fred 
Shaffer. 
To his brother-in-lnw he wrote 


:i letter from this city on February 23. 
Tho letter was written ,-in German but 
translated wag about ns follows: 


As we have not soon each other for 


somo time I thought I would write. How 
ire yon getting along? I am staying at 
tho Eagle hotel and have to pay rather 
high botirrt, but I rust easy. I pay $5 per 
week and if I um hero for two weeks or 
more I pay $!(> per month. I have a 
room to myself and can lock tho door but 
whnt is still better a man .stays up all 
night in the place. I am feeling well but 
Imvo not yet gotten work nnd tho pros- 
:iects are poor. It has been very cold but 
Is moderating. 
I have been asking for 


iind looking around to see whnt I could 
find. 
With this-1 will close. 
Hope this 
in tho best 
I am not 


will reach you when you are 
of health. Be in good spirits, 
suffering for anything.' 


Under his signature tho writer added a 


postscript in whieh he tells his brothor-in- 


uv not to write again as ho may move 
is place of residoncu. 
Tho tone of tho 


ctter indicates thnt the man was of a 
ather timid disposition. 


Mintrup, tho farmer, says that when 


Jackmanu left his employ he had $50 in 
lonoy and a handsome gold watch valued 
t $85. 
Neither tho money nor watch 


voro found upon the dead man and tho 
opposition is thnt he wns murdered and 
obbed of those valuables. 
The number 


f tho watch was furnished to the police 
y men from Stanuton nnd this will give 
lie officers a clue which may eventually 
ind them to the capture of tho murderers. 
In speaking of Hackmann, Mr. Min- 


rupsald: "Ho was u, good nian and 
ad worked for mo for tho past Mix years. 
Io ouino to this country from Germany 
nd had worked nt tho shoo maker's trade 
or two years in St. Louis before he came 
n my employ. Hu was a man who was 
cry easy to become acquainted with and 
ms always tnlkng up with other men and 
think thnt is tho way in which ho came 
o bo killed. Ho never drunk and was 
•cry industrious. Ho always had an idea 
hat ho wanted to work ou tho railroad 
,nd he left my place with tho intention 


f finding employment on some road. 
I 


old him that If ho could not find work 
10 must come back ou my farm. His 
nly relative in Staunton is his sister, 
rlrs. Shaffer. 
The family is a very poor

Tho men 
from Stauuton conferred 


vith Coroner Benduro and it was decided 
ihat they should bo allowed to disinter 
iho body and take it homo for burial. 
This 
afternoon Undertaker 
Hnckman 


,nd .Tamos Morau drove to tho poor farm 
,nd the remains of the man wero taken 
ip and sealed In a metalio box. They 
vill be shipped this evening to Staunton 
ind there buried. 


While tho man has been identified tho 


discovery of his murderers yet remains to 
)e discovered. 
The new facts in the caso 


will aid the officers somewhat in the 
work of detection. It is quite likely that 
the man wns held up on the rairoad and 
killed and dragged to the place where ho 
was found. Tho spot was near tho I., D. 
& W. tracks and that is the road he won! 
save taken If he wero going to or from a 
farm near Long Greet. It is not yet cer 
tain whether or not. he hnd taken the 
place on the farm but he left this city 
with the intention of doing so. 


The authorities of Deeatur and Macbn 


county should not rest until they have 
done everything In their power to nnrave 
the mystery connected with the adiuittec 
murder of August Hnckman, the Stauu 
ton German who came hero to find work 
It is plain that while he was going abou1 


seeking work, he was attacked either by 
toughs who make Decatur their home, o 
by tramps who accosted him in tho tim 
ber near the river. And it is also plain 
tnnt he was murdered for his money am 
his vrat<:h. We believe the officers -will b 
relentless iri their efforts to- find the par 
ties who committed the dastardly crime 
They owe It to themselves and to th 
goad name of our city and the county.

In last evening's Issue tho fact was stat- 


ed In a telegram that Frank W. Harris, 
Pacer" Smith's old chum, would not be 
anged May 1 at Freeport, for the mur- 
er of Charles Bengel. The sentence was 
ommutcd to life imprisonment. 


AltgeliVs ReHHOiin. 


After reviewing the circumstances at- 


ending the commission of the crime the 
overnor says: "Harris was sentenced 
o be hanged on the 29th day of Xovem- 
er, 1895, which execution was staid un- 
11 May I, 1896, In order that the friends 
f Harris might make a record, if possi- 
le, of tho proceedings of the trial and 
resent the samosto tho supreme court for 
•oview. It was then shown that Harris 
ad not been properly defended, much 
vidence of great importance was not 
resented to the court or jury at all, and 
he matters haa been left in such a posi- 
ion that it was dicffinlt to prepare a rec- 
rd. From the facts that -were submitted 
hen I was satisfied that hod everything 
een shown to the jury bearing upon the 
jiso, while Harris would have been con- 
icted, ho would not have been sentenced 
o bo hanged. It is now shown that after 
ranting the stay an effort was made to 
repare tho record for the purpose of prc- 
onting tho same to the supreme court. 
But it was found impossible to do so be- 
ausu tho rule of law governing tho trial 


f such cases, and applicable in cases 
vhere It is sought to preserve evidence 
or purpose of appeal, had not been fol- 
owed by ths counsel for Harris, and that 
nid case coxild not bo reviewed in tho su- 
ireme court. 
•'Additional affidavits havo today been 
resented bearing \jpou tho cuso and tend- 
:ig to confirm the opinion I formed on 
bo former investigation. It is concln- 
ivoly shown that the deceased was a des- 
erato and rough character, given to 
rink, ubnslvo language, and vulgarity; 
o hud pursued Harris in various wiys, 
hoy had frequent quarrels; that ho hud 
cuused Harris ot all manner of crimes, 
nd, not content with this, ho had finally 
liken to slandering Mrs. Harris, calling 
.or all manner of vile names. It is 
huwn that this greatly incensed Harris, 
10 that whon ho immediately thereafter 
let Bengel he was in n great passion, 
nil tho killing onsuod. ' Much of the lan- 
uago used by Bengel in abusing Harris 
nd Mrs. Harris is utterly unfit for publi- 
ntlon, and I an> thoroughly convinced 
iwt if all of the facts been presented to 
30 court and jury a jury would not have 
tifiicted tho extreme penalty of the law. 
iVhile tho conduct of Bengel affords no 
ofonso lor tho shooting, it must bo oon- 
idercd in connection with the question of 
10 punishment. An examination of all 
:io facts that have boon presented mo 
onvincos mo that this is not a case whore 
no extreme penalty of the law should bo 
ulllcted, and I therefore commute this 
ontonco to imprisonment for life in tho 
llinois state penitentiary."

A most appalling'discovery was made 


his morning when the decomposed body 
f an unkown man was found^in the 
rove near the Mattes brick yard east of 
he city. 
The body was that of a man 


ho had undoubtedly been murdered. It 


was carefully covered up by the leaves and 


i must have been there since the cold 
eathor as an overcoat and heavy mit- 


tens were found with it. 


Th« Discovery. 


The horrible discovery was made by M. 


3. Marsh, a young man from Marion, 


hio, who has been in the city for the 
ast week visiting tho family of Henry 
timmel at No. 446 East Olive street. 


Ho was going to the river to fish and was 
ecompunied by Peter and Joe Stimmel, 
gcd 16 and 14 years respectively. They 
ent through tho grovo to make a short 
nt to tho river. Marsh noticed a big pile 
f leaves near a stump and when ho 
rushed them away with a stick ho was 
orrificd to find that they concealed tho 
odyof u man. He did not investigate fur- 
hor but came at once to the city and uo- 
ificd tho officers. 


The place where tho body was found was 
y no mams an obscure one and it seems 
ueer that it hud never been discovered 
oforo. 
The grovo is situated just west 


f the Mattes brick yard and is between 
lie I., D. & W. railroad and the Cowford 
ugon road. 
Many persons pass through 


lie place on their way to tho river and 
ho people who live iu that vicinity say 
hut tramps often camp in the grove, 
larshal Mason, Coroner Bcnduro, Assist- 
,nb States Attorney A. H. Mills, a Re- 
ublican reporter and Marsh, the man 
vho made tho discovery, went tit once to 
lie place. Howard Hanthorn, of tho Wy- 
off and Beeves' undertaking establish- 
ment, was summoned and came to take 
hargo of tho body. Marsh was greatly 
xcited over his experience and when he 
tartod to lead the party of men to whore 
.0 had found tho body ho almost lost his 
oaringg and was afraid that he would not 
e able to find It again, but as tho big stump 
erved as a land mark, there was no diffi- 
ulty. 


Covered With Leaves. 


The body was concealed in a most oun- 
ing manner and had deceived many per- 
ons who have passed through the woods 
or some time past. 
The body had been 


laced face downward with the head to- 
vard tho north near tho stump and the 
cot toward the south. Over it had been 
'iled the dried leaves and on this were 
evcral sticks of wood. Then a long pole 
fas placed lengthwise over the leaves. In 
his way tho body was kept covered and 
t simply looked like tho loaves had been 
aked together in a pile for some purpose 
r that they had been blown there by the 
vind. Persons might pass the place 
1'tcn and not suspicion anything wrong. 


Heyoml Recognition. 


When tho body was turned over it was 


ound to be in a horrible state of deoom- 
iosition and the face was in such a condi- 
ion that it was impossible to oven see 
what kind of a looking man ho had been, 
le was a young man, or at least not very 
Id as his hair was of a light brown color. 
To was probably five feet eight inches 
all and must 
have weighed at least 


80 pounds. He was dressed fairly well. 
Ho woro a pair of heavy black trousers 
with n red stripe in them. The shirt he 
yore was of black material with a white 
itripc, such as is seen in every clothing 
tore and as is worn by working men. 
lis coat and vest were of a peculiar ma- 
erial and anyone who had known them 
would be likely to identify him by these 
•arments. They were of a black and dark 
eel checked material. 
Tho clothes look- 


d as though they had been in a fairly 
good condition when the man died and 
ippoared to bo better than the apparel of 


tramp as they were not at all ragged. No 
mt was found. 


Dend Since Winter. 


The man had undoubtedly been dead 


liuco winter as ho wore a black overcoat 
irnl in one of his pockets was a pair of 
heavy red mittens. It was the opinion ol 
iho coroner and the xmdertakors that the 
lody had been laying where it was found 
'or several mouths. Tho pockets of all the 
clothes were ripped open but nothing was 
'ound which would disclose the identity 
of tho man. He had two handkerchiefs, 
one wos a red baudnna and tho other was 
white with red and blue border. In his 
trouser pocket was a 33-calibre revolver 
of the Harrington and Richardson make. 
It was of modern pattern and all five 
ihambers were Hied. He also, had in 
another pocket i, box of cartridges which 
fit the revolver. 


In another pocket was a clipping from 


a German newspaper. It did not give the 
date or name of tho paper and the clip 
ping was simply a receipt for making 
wine and some other houeshold articles 
A plug of tobacco was found in n pocket 
and it had evidently been bought at Stan 
ton, 111., as it was enclosed in a little en 
velope on which was printed the name o 
a tobacco firm at that place. 


In the inside coat pocket was a larger 


manilla envelope on which was printec 
thejadvertisement of Elaine's drug store 
Inside were two white envelopes and scv 
oral sheets of note paper and three post 
ago stamps. The writing material hoc 
without doubt .been purchased from Mr 
Elaine as the envelope was the kind tha 
is used for stationery. Tho body was in 
such a condition that it was necessary tc 
send for a coffin and Undertaker Moran 
went book to the city and secured a large 
dray. Tho body was placed in the coffin 
and taken to the Wykofi and Reove estab 
lishment. The papers and 'other thing 
which were found on the body was taken 
charge ot by Attorney Mills and the Cot 


ner and will be preserved in cam thoy 
may be needed In Identifying the man. 


Undoubtedly Wai Murdered, 


The man whoever he may havn been 


was undoubtedly murdered. 
If 
hx< hod 


ommitted suicide or died 
a natural 


eath it would havo been impossible for 
im to have buried himself as he was 
ound. One fact was certain. He had 
wen struck on the left side of the head 
nd it looked very much like he had been 
xmnded in the face so that in case he was 
ound he would not be recognized. Mar- 
hol Mason said that there was not the 
east possible doubt but that the man had 
een foully murdered. 
So far there is no possible way to iden- 
fy the man. Ho belonged to one of two 
:asses of persons. Ho was a tramp or a 
boring man, and the latter theory seems 
o be the most likely. His clothes were 
etter than those of a tramp and his shoes 
ookod especially like those of a working 
man. They were of the shape that is usn- 


lly worn by laborers and they were of n 
eculiar rod color as though tho men had 
een working around lime or brick. On 
ie back of the large envelope in which 
•as tho stationery were some figures, 
'here were several additions as though 
10 man had been figuring on some job. 


Ho was undoubtedly a German or he 


•ould not very likely have had the clip- 
ing from the German paper. He had 
een to the city when ho bought the sta- 
lonery and had probably been murdered 
hortly afterword as none of the totter pu- 
)er had been used. 


Of course the things which were found 
pon the man may have been put there by 
lie persons who killed him but tho most 
ilausiblo theory judging from the things 
vhich wore found on tlio man's body is 
hat ho was a German laborer and was 
mrdored shortly after ho had been in De- 
atur. He had no valuables in his clothes 
nd no money at all. It is quite likely 
hnt ho was murdered by trumps as thu 
;rovo in which he was found is said by 
he people who live in that vicinity to be 
ho camping place of tho tramps who 
ravol along the railroad. 
On tho other 


land tho man might have been a crook 
limsclf as ho carried a loaded revolver 
ud package of cartridges so ho must have 
)ccn expecting trouble. However, there 
s nothing ho far to substantiate any the- 
iry. 


Tho matter will be investigated by the 


lollcc and state's attorney and if possible 
ho identification of the man and his mur- 
lerers will be discovered. 


John Ellrich and his family live near 


ho grovo where the man was found, 
'hey say that people living near tho river 
nd men and boys going fishing from the 
ity pass through tho grovo every day and 
none of them ever suspicioned anything, 
'hey say that during the post few days a 
iad odor has come from that quarter of 
ho woods and that they had been wou- 
lerlng what caused it.

Story Told at Police Headquarters.

And yet it was recalled that 
omo time last fall or winter a stranger 
iad como to tho office to tell a story about 
wo men he claimed to havo met at a 
loiut east of tho city at about the place 
where tho body of the inudered man was 
oiind today. The stranger said he didn't 
*now anybody in tho city, and had come 
icro looking for work. He got acquaint- 
d with tho strangers and thoy had sent 
iim up town first to get them a late pa- 
icr and tho second time to get them some 
ivhisky. Thoy had given him money to 
nako the purchases. He had heard the 
wo men talking about the robbery they 
iad committed tho night before at the 
jown of Wupella where they had knocked 
lown the station agent, gagged him, and 
robbed him of about $70 and his watch. 
The two fellows seemed to have plenty of 
noncy, and both were armed. Ono was 
aid to be a German. Tho party who 
lame to the police with tho story said that 
10 believed tho two men were crooks ami 
ihat thoy ought to bo arrested. 
Tho offi- 


cers got together and piling into a convey- 
incc they visited the point where the 
stranger wud the two fellows were wait- 
ng for him to return with the whisky. 
But no trace of the fellows could be found 
and it was concluded chat they had be- 
come suspicious and had loft town on a 
'reight train. Xow tho officers are in- 
clined to the opinion that the sending of 
thu stranger to the city after whisky was 
simply a scheme on the part of one of the 
nun to get him out of the way so that the 
villain in the party could murder his 
companion and get all the money he had.

Springfield, 111., April 35.—governor 


Altguld In an open letter in reply to the 
speech on the money question delivered in 
Chicago by Secretary Carlisle, begins by 
quoting from a speech delivered In eon- 
gross by Carlisle Feburory 31, 1878, in 
which he characterizes tho demonetization 
of silver as " the most gigantic crime of 
this or any other ago, "and declared it 
would ultimately entail more misery In 
tho human race than all tho wars, pesti- 
lence and famine that ever occurred In 
tho history of the world. Touching this 
Governor Altgold soys: "His full pre- 
dictions came to pass. Ho not only sow j 
his prophesy fulfilled but saw the misery 
of his country become greater than he 
predicted, He continued to hold his view 
until ho entered Cleveland's cabinet 
when, In some mysterious manner, there 
was a change of heart, though for some 
reason ho seems unwilling to talk about 
it. 
There are two other members of tho 


cabinet, Hoko Smth of Georgia, and Her 
bert of Alabama, who llikewise, made 
their voices heard nearly a lifetime de- 
manding tho restoration of silver and de- 
nouncing tho great conspiracy that struck 
it down. Strange to say when these two 
men entered Cleveland's cabinet they un- 
derwent tt change of heart and like Car- 
lisle avoid talking about it."

in circulation since 1873 is still in circula- 
tion, except where there is a record that it 
has boon exported. Tho governor de- 
clares It makes no allowance for the mon- 
ey carried ovor our northern and southern 
boundaries nor to China, nor that used In 
tho arts, nor that lost, nor largo sums 
carried across tho ocean in the pockets of 
our people during all those twenty-four 
years,

Sweem faced the assassin and received a 
charge of buckshot in the neck, expiring 
instantly.

A posse Immediately orgnnizjd, and start- 
ed In pursuit and fifty men armed with 
shot guns and pistols, surrounded the 
grounds. 
Egbert refused to surrender 


and was flred on; he did not return the 
flro but ran Into a stall and sent a load 
of buckshot into his breast, dying instant- 
ly. Ho received one slight bullet wound 
In tho fusilade from the posse. Egbert 
was occe confined In a lunatic asylum, 
but was discharged, cured. No reason 
can be assigned for tho tragedy except in- 
sanity.

STATUE OFGEN.GRANTUNVEILED 


The Ceremony of Unveilini'Performed by 


ft Grandson of the General— 


Imposing Parade, 


Now York, April 15.—Tho Voteranss of 


tho Union League clnbjof Brooklyn this 
afternoon unveiled a collosal equestrian 
statute of General Grant in front of their 
club house. The statute is of bronze fif- 
teen foot and eight inches high and is on 
o mounted pedestal sixteen feet high. 
Tho dedication was mado tho occasion of 
u splendid military pageant, by ten thou- 
sand soldiers of tho regular army, sailors 
and marine from the navy-yard and the 
state militia. Tho Grand Army of the 
Republic was also largely represented 
The procession was reviewed by Governor 
Morton. 
Tho ceremony of unveiling was 


performed by U. S. Grant, grandson of 
the gpncral, in the presence of 30,000 
people. 


HORRIBLE SLAUGHTER. 


CAPE TOWN, April 85.—A dispatch 


from Buluwayo dated April 21 says 
that Captains Napier and Duncan,with 
800 whites and 100 natives with Maxim 
and Hotehkiss guns,met the Matabeles 
three-miles out from Buluwayo. The 
Matabeles fired a heavy volley into the 
British party and drove them into the 
Umgaza river. One of the whites of 
the British party was killed, three 
officers were wounded and several of 
the natives were killed. 


CAPE TOWN, April 35.—The details of 


the fighting show that the defenders 
of Bnluwayo decided to make a sortie 
from that town and engage the natives 
who were besieging it. The British 
party met with no resistance until 
they reached the Umguza river, where 
they came upon the enemy. The force 
from Buluwiyo occupied the south 
bank of the river for a distance of a 
mile, 
while 
tha 
Matabeles 
were 


stretched along the north bank for 
four miles. Selous, with 100 natives, 
was stationed in the center; the Af- 
ricanders formed the left wing, and 
Guy's scouts the right wing. 


The British force crossed the river 


and rushed upon the Matabeleh who 
were outflanked and driven into the 
water. 


The enemy warmejl up and 
at- 


tempted to get in the rear of the Brit- 
ish, obliging- the Afrikanders to gal- 
lop back to intercept them. Guy's 
scouts fell into an ambush and had to 
make a rush to extricate themselves 
from the Matabeles who were pouring 
a hot fire into them. 


There were many instances of per- 


sonal heroism. Trooper Baxter, see- 
ing Corporal Wise severely wounded 
and his horse shot from under him, 
jumped from his own horse and helped 
Wise to mount him, thus enabling the 
corporal to escape. Baker gave his 
life for his friend, for shortly after 
Wise's escape he was killed by a stroke 
from an assagai. 
Wise had a narrow 


escape, a bullet grazing his scalp. 


Lieut. Hood was severely and Lieut. 


Crewe slightly wounded.' The laiter 
insisted that Hood should take his 
horse and thu latter, after some de- 
mur, did so, and effected his escape. 
Crewe also got off without further in- 
jury, but had great difficulty in escap- 
ing Baxter's fate. 


The Hotehkiss and Maxim guns be- 


came jammed early in the fight. They 
were only fired twice. Had it not been 
for this, the loss of the Matabeles 
would have been far heavier than it 
was. 


The horse that Selous was riding was 


killed in midstream, and the rider 
barely escaped with his life. 


All the troops were cool and plucky. 


They drove the enemy up the river 
inflicting heavy loss upon them. 
The 


exact 
number of 
the 
killed and 


wounded Matabeles is not known. 


The Matabeles were in full retreat 


and were being closely pursued by the 
British and their native allies when 
the order was given for the latter to 
fall back to Buluwayo, it being feared 
that a much stronger force would be 
met with. 


The government has cautioned the 


officers to act on the defensive only 
until'i-einforcementashall have arrived. 
It is thought here that the sortie will 
prevent the native* from attempting to 
attack the town which it was their 
evident intention to do. 


There is no truth in the report that 


the British were defeated. 
The only 


basis for it was a statement in the first 
dispatches that the British had been 
driven into the river. Later details 
mako no mention of this, and it is 
thought that the statement was a mis- 
takeu one, for the British crossed the 
river to rush 
the enemy at close 
quarters. ^_^

I thought while I was sick that 
f tho Lord spared me to get up again I 
would leave the eastern shore of Miiry- 
and never to return, but hero I am, and 
very likely will remain here this summer 
out of choice 
I have had several chances 


to be transferred to other districts but 
when we come to sum up the good and 
bad points of this one we have so far con- 
cluded to 3 emain here. I have eight coun- 
;ies to work—in Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia. I am home each week, some- 
times two to four times a week 
Then 


wo have a "mild and genial climate" and 
only thirty miles from the great summer 
resort. Ocean City, Md. Boats ply be- 
tween here and Baltimore, from which 
place we are only 100 miles, and 150 miles 
From Philadelphia and the same distance 
from Washington City, where we find it 
necessary to go about four times a year 
Then Norfolk is just across the mouth of 
Chesapeake Bay. I have in my district 
in t8u "raw" state "oysters of the finest," 
'crabs of the sweetest," "manolds of the 
richest," (did you evur eat any?) "terra- 
pin the most expensive,'' diamond back, 
canvass back ducks, and wild goose; also 
,1 little animal called the muskrat, which 
is caton with a great relish here in the 
winter time by the natives, and to for- 
eigners they dish it up and civil it "rab- 
bit." Now we ore having our turnips, 
jrecns and hog-jowl season as well as fish. 
Twenty-two boat loads of shad came to 
Salisbury last Tuesday, and you could 
buy a pair weighing 8 to 10 pounds each 
for a quarter. I think now for two weeks 
I have had shad for each meal, except one 
and the landlord apologized for not hav- 
ing it. 
We have had seven consecutive 


clear and exceedingly warm days and ev- 
erything indicates an abundant fruit 
crop. I see by the Republican that you 
are all for McKinley.

Governor Altgeld Saves Harris' Neck 


From the Noose—Goes to 


the Fen for Life.

Frank W. Harris, tho ex-base ball player, 


ond old partner of "Pacer" Smith, who 
was to have been hanged for the crime of 
uurder at Freeport on November 29, 95, 
the same day that Smith was executed in 
3ecftt«r for the killing of his child and 
ils sister-in-law, will not be compelled to 
go to tho gallows. This press telegram 
came to the Republican this afternoon: 


To the Pen for Life. 


Springfield, 111., April 23.—Governor 


Altgeld today commuted the sentence of 
Frank W. Harris to hang at Freeport, 
May 1st, for the murder of Chores Ben- 
gel, to imprisonment for life. 
The rea- 


sons are that Harris was not properly de- 
fended and is not of sound mind. 


The crime for which Harris came near 


oeing executed was the killing of » man 
on tho streets of Freepurt. He was out 
riding and had gone pnst where his vic- 
tim was standing 
He drove on some 


listancc and then turned alxmt and stop- 
ped close to the man. Harris got out of 
tho rig, and without warning proceeded 
to fill the body of the man with bullets. 
He did not stop firing until the revolver 
was emptied. 
The murder grew out of a 


lomestic affair. 


While Smith was in the Decatur jail, 


and Harris was in the Freeport jail, both 
under sentence of death, each wrote let- 
ters to the other, in which they alluded to 
the old times on the ball field. Smith 
used to say that Harris always impressed 
lim as being queer in his head, but he 
relieved that Harris would swing. He 
thought it was a little singular that it 
lad come about that both were to be 
langed on the same day; but before 
Smith was hanged he knew that Harris 
had been granted a respite. Now Smith 
is lying in his grave in the Catholic cem- 
etery, and Harris will spend the remain- 
der of his days in the penitentiary at 
Joliet.
